LOS ANGELES (AP) — Northrop Corp. has 
launched a cost-cutting program to protect the S75 
billion stealth bomber program, including layoffs, a 
trimmed inspection program and reduced security, a 
spokesman said Friday. 


“We have a cost-reduction effort,” said Northrop 
spokesman Tony Cantafio, but he noted the reduc- 
tions were part of n - long-planned, companywidc 
effort to trim expenses. 

In addition to cost cuts, Northrop documents show 
the company also rums ‘to boost profits on theso-far* 
anemic B-2 program, increasing its goal from a 6 

percent profit margin this year to 9 percent.
